Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's Remarks/Arguments filed on 8/14/2008 regarding claims 1-20, 22-43 have 
been fully considered. Claims 1-40 have been cancelled and claims 41-64 have been newly 
added by applicant. Claims 41-64 are currently pending. 

2. Acknowledgement is made of the removal of lines 4 and 6 of the specification regarding 
the objection to the specification set forth in the previous Office action. The correction is 
acceptable and the objection to the specification has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a method for communicating between a 
mobile station and a radio resource entity of a GPRS system via an uplink temporary block flow 
TBF connection, including the mique steps of: 

"transmitting radio link control (RLC) data blocks from the mobile station to the radio 
resource entity during a first active data transfer period using the uplink TBF connection; and 

maintaining the uplink TBF connection during a passive period that follows the first 
active data transfer period, wherein during the passive period the mobile station does not send 
RLC data blocks to the radio resource entity." 
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The closet prior art, Noneman et al. (USP 5,708,656), discloses a method for efficiently 
transferring data packets by reducing the data rate to an idle rate when no packet data is available 
to transmit and by allowing the idle rate transmission of idle packets in order for the receiving 
end to stay synchronized with the transmitter. However, Noneman fails to anticipate or render 
obvious the above quoted limitations of the present application. This renders the claims 
allowable.
